receiving a first user command at a viewer appliance at a premises of the viewer, 

subsequently receiving a second user command at the viewer appliance; 

relative to receiving the first user command, concurrently storing information 
related to the first user command at the viewer appliance; and 

relative to receiving the second user command, concurrently forwarding the 
second user command from the viewer appliance to a component located remotely from 
the premises of the viewers-end

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

executing the first user command at the viewer appliance to alter a first aspect of

tho toloviaion programming being viewed by tho viewer . 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 f further comprising: 

executing the first and second user commands at the viewer appliance to alter 
aspects of the content t e levision programming being viewed by the viewer. 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim I, further comprising* querying whether the 
information related to the first user command should be locally stored at the viewer 
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appliance executing tho firot and sooond uoor commands at tho oomponent to alter aopoota 
of tho tolovioion programming being viowcd by tho viewer . 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim £ 4-, further comprising forwarding the 
information related to the first user command from the viewer appliance to the 
component located remotely fro m the premises of the viewer svhorcin otoring tho 
information rolatod to tho ocn o nri uoor command oompriaoo forwarding information 
rotated to tho oooond uaor command from tho oompon e nt to o atorogo dovioo and otoring 
information rolatod to tho aooond us e r command in tho storage dovioo . 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim i 5, further comprising Querying whether the 
information related to the second user command should be locally stored at the viewer

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9. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

relative to receiving the second user command, concurrently storing information 
related to the second user command at the viewer appliance. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein receiving the first user command 
and the second user co mmand at the viewer appliance comprises receiving the first user 
command and the sec ond user command at a set-top box integrated with a television 
further oomprifling: 

relative to roooiving the first user command, concurrently forwarding the firot usog 
command from the viewer appliance* to tho component; and 

remot e ly from the promis e s of the viewer, otoring information related to the first 
user command upon roooiving th e first uocr command at th e compon e nt 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

after a pre-determined period of time expires, forwarding the information related 
to the first user command from the viewer appliance. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 1 , further comp rising wherein forwarding tho 
information related to tho firot uoor command from tho vi e w e r applianoo comprises 
forwarding the information related to the first user command to a storage device located 
remotely from the premises of the viewer. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising receiving generating 
targeted advertising based upon the stored information related to the user command. 
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14. (Currently Amended) A method of capturing user commands from a viewer that are 
related to viewing content t e levision programming, comprising: 

receiving a first user command at a viewer appliance at a premises of the viewer, 
subsequently receiving a second user command at the viewer appliance; 
relative to receiving the first user command, concurrently storing information 
related to the first user command at the viewer appliance , the information related to the 
first user com mand including a date and time of receipt : 

executing the first user command at the viewer appliance to alter a first aspect of 
the content tolcvioion programming being viewed by the viewer while the information 
related to the first user command continues to be stored at the viewer appliance; and 

relative to receiving the second user command, concurrently forwarding the 
second user command from the viewer appliance to a component located remotely from 
the premises of the viewer*

upon receiving the user command, determining whether to store information 
related to the user command at the viewer appliance and storing the information related to 
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the user command at the viewer appliance when it is determined that the information 
related to the user command is to be stored at the viewer appliance; and 

when it is determined not to store the information related to the user command at 
the viewer appliance, then forwarding the user command from the viewer appliance. 

(Currently Amended) A method of capturing user commands from a viewer that are 
related to viewing content t e l e \ision programming , comprising: 

receiving the user command at a viewer appliance at the premises of the viewer; 

upon receiving the user command, determining whether to store information 
related to the user command at the viewer appliance and storing the information related to 
the user command at the viewer appliance when it is determined that the user command is 
to be stored at the viewer appliance; 

upon receiving the user command, determining whether to execute the user 
command at the viewer appliance and executing the user command at the viewer 
appliance when it is determined that the user command is to be executed at the viewer 
appliance; and 

when it is determined not to execute the user command at the viewer appliance, 
then forwarding the user command from the viewer appliance. 

(Currently Amended) A method of capturing user commands from a viewer that are 
related to viewing content t e levision programming , comprising: 

receiving the user command at a component remotely located from the premises 
of the viewer;

31. A method of capturing user commands from a viewer that are related to viewing content 
t e lovioion programming , comprising; 

receiving the user command at a component remotely from the premises of the 

viewer; 

upon receiving the user command, storing the information related to the user 
command remotely from the premises of the viewer; and 

upon receiving the user command, querying d e termining whether to execute the 
user command at th e component and executing the user command at the component when 
it is determined that the user command is to be executed at tho oomponont. 
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
